CRUISER PACT 
BRITAIN AND 
CLAIMED 


Must Satisfy U.S.

Japan, it is reported, agreed to sup- 
port the British proposal that all 
cruisers below 8,000 tons be limited to 
armament of 6 inch guns. This action 
marks a sudden reversal of attitude on 
the part of the Japanese, who had as- 
gured America of their solidarity with 
the United States for complete free- 
dom regarding the use of 8 inch guns 
on cruisers. 

The Japanese changed over, it was, 
mid, upon an understanding that 
Great Britain would support a motion

PERMANS HEDGE 
GUILT 


Hits Teutons in Address 
Before Belgian King. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service. } 
BRUSSELS, July 17.—Dedicating the 


tomb of the unknown French soldier 
ujfied on Belgian soil, Premier Ray- 
mond Poincare at the royal palace at 
taeken today took a slap at what he 
asserted were German attempts to 
crawl from under the responsibility 
for the world war. 

The French premier, who always 
chooses Sunday and a grave to preaqh 


his doctrine that Germany alone was. 


to blame for the ruin from 1914 to 
7918, rushed to the defense of the Bel- 
gians who, through M. de Broqueville, 
minister of war, now are wrangling 
with the Germans over the reichstag 
report on war guilt. 


“Tampering with History.” . 


“Tt is a good thing to perpetuate in 
stone the ideals which once filled the 
world,” he said, “ because such ideals, 
before the assault of certain interests, 
have a tendency to be obscured. I am 
not betraying the cause of peace when 
I seek to put a stop to the gradual 
tampering with history.” . 

With the Belgian king and a great 
crowd of notables nodding approval, 
Premier Poincare continued: 

“Right-after the’ wag our eastern 
neighbors published documents prov- 
ing that the invasion of Belgium was 
premeditated. It is hard for eye wit- 
messes of the events of.1914 to see 
them falsified now in preparation for 
an eventual revision of treaties. 

Says France Asks Reconciliation. 

“Belgian and France never ceased 
to practice with sincerity the policy of 
reconciliation evolved at Geneva and 
Locarno. We feel today as we did 
then. When Germany fulfills its prom- 
ises, as it did at Konigsberg, we are 
willing to hail the action, not as a 
salve for our pride, but as a hopeful 


sign. 

M. Poincare closed on a milder note. 

“It is to our practical interests, as 
well as the interests of humanity, to 
end differences with our neighbors,” 
he concluded. “Our will to peace ex- 
eludes neither intent to collect repara- 
tions regularly nor a guarantee of se- 
curity, but it is so strong that it c@nnot 
be discouraged by misunderstanding, 
defiance, or personal attacks.”

THE AUSTRIAN REVOLT. 


George Seldes’ vivid description of the Red 
uprising in Vienna will bring home to our read- 
é@rs the possibilities of serious disorder still exist- 
ing in céntral Europe. The revolt may well 
produce the most serious and widespread conse- 
quences, and the governments concerned with 
the stability of Europe will have to act promptly 
and with such unity as they can contrive if 
serious consequences are to be avoided. If it 
were merely a question of suppressing a bloody 
and destructive outburst of radicalism, the situa- 
tion could be dealt with easily. But the fears, 
ambitions, and jealousies of the powers enter, as 
usual, into the problem, as, indeed, they largely 
created it. 

Austria is imperiled by bolshevism largely be- 
cause the policy of the victors elaborated in the 
so-called peace conference at Versailles not only 
Stripped her of the military means to maintain 
domestic order but also of economic means to 
maintain her people. The revolt is bitter fruit 
of the tree of French statecraft, which thought 
to thrive by the enfeeblement of former enemies. 
The dismemberment of the Austro-Hungartan 
empire was accomplished without wise judgment 
and there will be no stability in Europe until its 
errors are corrected. Western European states- 


to warn it against extending that region of per- 
petual discord, and yet it did that very thing. 
The Vienna revolt is a warning and should 
bring about a prompt reconsideration of the re- 
strictions imposed by the Paris treaties in the 
alleged interest of peace. Austria has been per- 
secuted. Whatever the sins of her former rulers, 
they have been explated, and it is the concern 
of European statesmanship that the Austrian 
people be not only permitted but assisted to de- 
fend their civilizations and to regain the place 
;to which their high qualities entitle them. They

HAY FEVER. 
OR the relief of hay fever and also

some extent, of cocaine. Its advantage 
over adrenalin is that thé effects last 
very much longer. It ig used both as a 
spray or other local application to the 
membranes of the nose, and also as an 
internal remedy taken by mouth. Which- 
ever way it is taken, it shrinks the mem- 
branes which line the nose. It is partly 


pecially helpful in those cases of asthma 
and hay fever which are associated with 
enlarged turbinate bones, infected sinus- 
es, and other nose conditions. o* 

Drs. Leopotd and Miller, who have 
been using this drug for about two years 
to relieve patients suffering from hay 
fever and asthma, report that it has 
given complete relief in about one-half 
the cases of hay Aever and about two- 
thirds the cases of asthma in which they 
have used it. It is least helpful in those 
cases which are due to infection with 
bacteria, or in which such infection is 
responsible for important complications. 

Ephedrine is altogether harmless. 
Some people who have tried to use it 
have had to stop because of vertigo, nau- 
sea, nervousness, or nettle rash. We 
must remember that’ this drug is used 
merely to give relief. Its use still leaves 
the questions of cause and basic cure 
uncared for. So far as rose cold and 
hay fever are concerned there remains 
the problem of finding which is the of- 
fending pollen and in some way escaping 
it or overcoming its effects. The use of 
pollen preparations to desensitize is the 
best known method of prevention. The 
method of applying the pollen is some- 
thing similar to vaccination. The cal- 


'-clum treatment of hay fever has stood 


the test of years. In research done by 
Hollender and others it has been found 
that the blood is rather low in calcium 
in both hay fever and asthma. There 
are several ways of giving salts of cal- 
cium to make up part of the deficiency 
and in that way make it possible for 
the hay fever subject to bring his afflic- 
tion under control.

It was only a matter of close 
attention to its simple themes, elegiac 
moments, its lovely and remarkable 
transitions of tone, and its marvelous 
diversity and play upon contrasts. 
The adagio, or second movement, is 
a stupendous achievement, heavy, 
complex, and, if baffling to the radio 
audience, it is likewise as baffling to 
concert audiences and musical anal- 
ysts. Brahms alone held the key to 
any definite meaning that it may 
have. 

For me, the work is remarkably 
Wagnerian in general structure and 
effect, and completely saturated with 
leitmotif in entangling alliances—the 
key to which was lost when the 
world lost Johannes Brahms. The third 
movement, Allegretto Grazioso, was as 

‘pretty and gracious and dance-like as 
its Italian name. The Finale was the 
usual hurry-flurry orchestral climax, 
characteristic of the symphony genus.

Wheat supplies in the United States ) 


are to be the largest in recent years. 
Based on the present government crop 
report and carry over, those supplies 
will be about 940,000,000 bu, or 50,000,- 
000 bu more than last year. ; 

_ Should nothing happen to the spring 
wheat crop, which is making good prog- 
ress, so far not seriously hurt by black 
rust, 25,000,000 bu or 35,000,000 bu might 
be added to the spring wheat estimate. 

In 1915 the United States raised 1,026, - 
900,000 bu of wheat, the record. There 
were 352,000,000 bu spring and 674,000,000 
ba of winter wheat. The largest spring 
wheat crop the United States ever raised 
was 856,000,000 bu in 1918, when the 
winter wheat was 555,000,000 bu and 
total crop 921,000,000 bu. 

The government July report this year 
estimates a total of 854,000,000 bu or 
22,000,000 bu in excess of the 1926 har- 
vest. A carry over of 85,000,000 bu, or 
26,000,000 bu in excess of last year, 
would make a total of 940,000,000 bu, or 
60,000,000 bu over 1926 supplies. Canadi-

A materially different situation exists 
in the United States than that of a 
year ago. Then exporters and millers 
were buying heavily, making large sales 
of flour for future shipment. Miller=’ 
purchases of wheat in the first few months 
of that season were the largest known. 
They represented flour sales, the aggre- 
gate of which carried some consumers 
to the end of the season, and left them 
with liberal stocks on mill order books 
that were not shipped. All these un- 


filled orders are understood to have, 


been settled for in various ways. This 
year millers and flour buyers are not 
anticipating their requirements, and are 
buying on the hand to mouth policy and 
flour is hard to sell. 

Movement of new wheat has been de- 
layed. It is a fair size in the south- 
west, and only starting in the middle 
west. In Chicago receivers are not ex- 
pecting liberal receipts until the last 
part of July or the first half of August. 
The market has been fairly liquidated, 
and the close was at losses of 4% to 544c.
